THE POWER E HAVE long suspected that the power of the Press 
OF THE is not so mighty as the Press claims it is, and this 


PRESS. suspicion is being stiffened into certainty by events in 

the State of New York. If the Press were a pile-driver 
of public opinion where would the Hon. Thomas Collier Platt be? Well 
under ground; would he not?—for Republican and Democratic news- 
papers vie with each other in calling him bad names. And where is he? 
Strolling placidly through the political meadow, with eyes kind but watch- 
ful, plucking here and there a pretty blossom for the wreath he is fashion- 
ing, and ever with a lilting song upon his lips. In homelier words, Mr. 
Platt is bossing the State of New York for all it is worth, and neither Gov- 
ernor nor Legislature disputes his right or complains at his rule; no one is 
dissatisfied, except about all the newspapers in the State. Mr. Platt is 
doing this with the avowed intention of building up a political machine. 
The Press is in no way reserved in its comments upon the rottenness of his 
political morals, and it daily explains that his machine will be a worse 
machine than Tammany ever was; but Mr. Platt does not relax his rule, 
and the Legislature eagerly does his bidding. Of course the whiskey law 
is of first importance to a political machine. Tammany had to get along 
with a law by which its policemen could blackmail saloon-keepers. But 
Mr. Platt means to improve upon Tammany. His law will rob not only 
the saloon-keeper, but the City itself. Naturally, it has been denounced 
by every one of the great newspapers of New York, the same that boast 
daily of the immense power they wield, but there is every prospect that 
the Raines Excise Bill wiil become a law; and it will be one of the best laws 
ever devised for the advancement of blackmail, bribery and all manner 
of political corruption. Mr. Platt is also working the Greater New York 
Bill into a shape that will yield him political plunder. It is unfortunate, 
we think, that legislation of the very gravest importance to two great 
cities should be in the hands of a man utterly without principle. Either 
the Press has no power, or else Mr. Platt is a heaven-sent ruler whom 
nothing can overthrow, 


HE STANDARDS of propriety on this continent 

are exceedingly variable. We are moved to 
this remark by the frantic efforts of the authori- 
ties of Texas to prevent two prize-fighters from settling a bet in that State. 
Prize-fighting is an unpretty sport, and the Governor of Texas is doubtless 
to be warmly commended for the energy displayed in behalf of public 
decency. But, remembering an occurrence that attracted some little atten- 
tion there a few weeks ago, we seem to smell an inconsistency in his atti- 
tude. A white woman was murdered, and the murderer, a negro, was 
captured and made to confess his crime. Thereupon he was taken to the 
county seat and burned at the stake in the public square, in the presence 
of a large gathering of delighted citizens. People came for miles to wit- 
ness the sport, the affair having been duly advertised. This incident was 
allowed to pass into the history of Texas with but little adverse comment. 
It is interesting to note that the same governor who permitted it, and evi- 
dently approved of it, was horrified at the idea of two men striking at 
each other under prescribed rules. The Mexicans were equally determined 
to have no prize-fighting on their soil. But to show that they were no 
more hidebound than the people of Texas, they invited the prize-fighters 
and their trainers to see the only real and proper sport, a bull-fight. Their 
guests report that it is an unimproving sport; that, in fact, to set an in- 
furiated bull to goring a defenceless horse is positively brutal,— but little 
less so than the Texas diversion of burning black men. But inconsistency 
on the subject of physical recreation is not confined to Texas and Mexico. 
New York was lavish in its praise of Texas for suppressing so brutal a 
sport, and yet there is what the lovers of the sport call ‘¢a rattling good 
scrap” in or near New York City on an average of once a week. Some- 
times it is ¢ pulled off” in one of the athletic clubs, and again the crowd 
must journey to the wilds of Long Island. And New York has a Governor 
who looks too good and pure to delight in any pastime more violent than 
parchesi or jack-straws. It would be well if the ethics of Sport could be 
defined for the country at large.
